HALIFAX, N. S. (AP) — 


Despite waning hopes, planes of 
three nations kept up a search 
today for one of Russia's biggest 
cargo planes, missing in the 
North Atlantic with a load of 
relief supplies for victims of the 
Peruvian earthquake. 


Heavy, low-lying fog and 


hundreds of floating icebergs 
hampered the search Sunday for 
the four-engine Antonov 22 that 
disappeared Saturday between 
Iceland and Halifax. Rescue 
officials believed at least 23 
persons were aboard. 


Five American, Canadian and 


Danish planes were searching.

Vietnam ese and Viet Cong 
marked the 16th anniversary of 
the Geneva Agreem ents on 
Indochina today with a rash of 
attacks in Cambodia and along 
Vietnam’s demilitarized zone, 
and the first rocket attack on 
Saigon in more than two months. 
One American was killed and 
nine were wounded in fighting 


below the DMZ. The United 
States retaliated with the first 
B52 raids in two weeks along the 
zone dividing Vietnam. 
Fighting flared in eight areas 
of Cambodia, in a wide arc

At some time in the dim, dark 
past the notion was born that we 
“fall in love.” We seem to cling 
to the idea that love sort of trips 
you up — it’s something you 
cannot help — it just happens! 
Not so! People do not “fall” in 
love. It may seem that way but 
here is what really happens. 
A young teen-age boy and girl 
meet. Neither has had much 
dating experience and both feel 
somewhat shy, although both 
are anxious to be admired by the 
opposite sex. For this particular 
first meeting the boy is at­ 
tracted to the girl strongly 
enough to overcome some of his 
shyness and he says some nice 
things to her. This pleases her, 
makes her feel just great and 
she responds by being especially 
nice to him in return. 
Both are now aware they have 
favorably impressed the other, 
so 
they 
continue 
being 
especially nice to each other. 
The girl will become all excited 
now and eager for more of the 
boy’s company, thinking she is 
now in love with him. Actually, 
the girl has simply come to love 
herself a little more because she 
now feels more respected and 
admired than before. This is a 
long, long way from being truly 
in love. 
If the couple continues to 
enjoy each other, however, this 
initial attraction or infatuation 
is a foundation on which real 
love can grow. But real love 
does have to GROW — and it 
always takes time. 
The question of real love vs. 
infatuation wouldn’t be so im­ 
portant if it didn’t cause so 
many young couples to make 
serious mistakes. When they 
mistakenly believe they are in 
love, they sometimes plunge 
into premarital sex or into 
marriages which cannot suc­ 
ceed. 
A slower approach to 
marriage and a more mature 
attitude would have avoided 
these costly and painful errors. 
Perhaps you will say, “What 
IS a more mature attitude about 
love and marriage?” It is the 
ability to use your head as well 
as your heart when you think 
you are in love. To be mature 
you should take a close look at 
ALL of the important things 
which make a marriage, not just 
love-making alone. 
One of the principal ways to 
tell if it’s real love is the length 
of time you go together (after 
both of you have passed 17 years 
of age). Over a period of time, 
most couples will have op­ 
portunities to observe each 
other under many different 


circumstances, during periods 
of happiness and periods of 
stress Personality weaknesses 
are bound to show up sooner or 
later and the couple is almost 
sure to break up before 
marriage if either one finds the 
other to be uasatisfactory. 
Another test to determine if it 
is real love is to be sure both 
agree on all the important things 
which come up in every family. 
Religion — or how the children 
should 
be 
trained 
and 
disciplined, for instance. Some 
couples differ sharply, one 
believing in strict training, the 
other being overly permissive. 
If parents do not agree on this 
point it is going to be rough 
going ahead. 
The use of family money calls 
for mutual agreement, too. 
Whether both agree to be 
wasteful or to follow a careful 
budget, it is essential that they 
agree. A continual fight over 
fam ily finances can be a 
miserably way to live. 
A very important test for real 
love is to determine whether 
your liking for each other is 
som ething more than just 
physical attraction. But this is 
not an easy test to make because 
it is only natural to feel strongly 
attracted to (in love with) 
anybody with whom we have 
had affectionate contact. The 
best way, perhaps, to be sure it 
is something more than just 
physical attraction is the test of 
being apart for a time. 
If a 
couple must be separated for a 
period of time, real love will be 
as strong as ever even though 
they are apart. 
Smart teen-agers will never 
rush blindly into m arriage 
under any circumstances. Here 
and there a “quickie” marriage 
may make the grade but they 
are rarely successful because 
real love seldom GROWS in a 
period of a few short weeks. 
Over a prolonged period any boy 
and girl will learn much about 
each other and can be more 
certain of a reasonable amount 
of happiness if they marry.

Gray-foliaged plants add a 
soft, glowing quality to the 
garden. You can find ground 
covers, perennials, shrubs and 
trees in this subtle foliage color. 
And, according to the California 
Association of Nurserymen, 
whether you dramatize a whole 
area with varying shades and 
textures of gray or just use a few 
plants as accents, you’ll find 
they add distinction and har­ 
mony to the landscape. 
Gray plants are beautiful 
massed alone on sunny banks 
(most are drought-resistant), 
used against redwood fences or 
walls, or combined with bright 
border flowers. 
Red-foliaged 
shrubs and trees are set-off to 
perfection against a gray-leafed 
background. 
Silver-gray 
perennials like Dusty Miller do 
wonders in bringing out the 
beauty of pastel flowers. 
For silver-gray ground covers 
in sunny locations, consider 
snow-in-summer, whose tiny 
white flowers make it look like a 
frosty, white carpet in sum­ 
mertime; or yarrow, which 
makes compact mounds that are 
perfect in patterned areas, 
borders, or rock gardens. 


Trailing gazania has summer- 
long profusions of yellow daisy­ 
like blooms. 
Lavender is known for its 
delightful fragrance, but the 
cool gray-green foliage has 
charming landscape value, as 
well, on banks, in low hedges, or 
in borders. 
Bush morning glory (con­ 
volvulus) is a dwarf, drought 
resistant 
evergreen 
that 
produces masses of white to 
pink flowers, spring to summer. 
Its soft, silvery foliage makes it 
popular for bank plantings or 
m assing in the shrubbery 
border. 
Among newer introductions in 
the juniper family are silver- 
tinged varieties to delight 
landscapers — everything from 
ground 
cover-types 
to 
pyramidal forms that attract 
attention up-close or from away. 
Taller shrubs to consider in 
the gray class are the silverleaf 
cotoneaster, karo pittosporum, 
and the familiar eucalyptus 
globulis compacta — all highly 
recommended as tall screens or 
windbreaks. 
For a tree with 
picturesque, gray-green beauty, 
consider the olive.

billion is used annually to carry 
on the w ar in Vietnam.

My mother and two sisters 
all had enlargements of the 
neck and needed surgery for a 
goiter. It now has been sug­ 
gested that mine be removed 
and I have the usual fears 
that this may be cancerous. 
Mrs. P. W., Ohio 
Dear Mrs. W.: A goiter Is 
an enlargement of the thyroid 
gland. Almost always it Is be­ 
nign (non-cancerous). 
These 
enlargements are not heredi­ 
tary. 
It la assumed that families 
live together In the same area 
and that they drink the same 
water. This la the key for the 
formation of goiters. They are 
most frequently due to a lack 
of iodine In the water. 
A 
deficiency of 
this chemical 
does occur in inland areas. 
When this was recognised, 
iodized salt was increased In 
the diet and Iodine added to 
some reservoirs. 
The result 
has been a marked reduction 
in a number of cases of goiter. 
Sometimes goiters interfere 
with the proper activity of the 
thyroid gland and m ust be re­ 
moved. In most Instances the 
reason for surgery la a cos­ 
metic one. Only rarely does a 
goiter 
b e c o m e 
cancerous. 
There are now many exact 
methods by which the activity 
of the thyroid can be studied 
in order to determine the need 
and the nature of surgery.

Korean Negotiator Opposes 
Any U.S. Troop Withdrawal 


HONOLULU 
(AP) 
— The 
third annual U.S.-South Korean 
defense 
conference 
opens 
tomorrow with the chief Korean 
negotiator already on record as 
opposing any withdrawals of 
American troops, now officially 
numbering 62,000. 
“This is not the time to talk 
about w ithdraw al,” Defense 
Minister Jung Nae Hiuk said 
yesterday on his arrival to at­ 
tend the two-day meeting. “Our 
defense posture should not be 
reduced, 
it 
should 
be 


strengthened.” 
Jung 
said 
the 
m ilitary 
equipment of North Korea is 
form idable 
com pared 
with 
South Korea’s. “It is of national 
concern that U.S. forces should 
stay with us for several more 
years,” he declared. 
Jung said Communist in­ 
filtration into South Korea has 
increased drastically since 1968. 
“North Korean Premier Kim 
Il-Sung is very likely to launch 
another war in Korea,” he said. 
U.S. Deputy Secretary of 


Defense David M. Packard had 
told reporters on his arrival for 
the talks that the United States 
would move ahead with plans to 
withdraw some of the American 
troops from South Korea this 
year. 
Packard 
said 
South 
Korea’s gross national product 
had doubled since 1958 and that 
the country could 
begin 
to 
assume a greater role in its own 
defense. 
“South Korea is working for a 
strong defense on the one hand,” 
said Jung. 


House Resumes Consideration 
Of More Open Reform Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) — TV or 
not TV. that was the question 
before the House today as it 
resum ed consideration of a 
reform bill designed to open 
more congressional procedures 
to the public. 
Unlike the Senate, which 
welcomed 
the 
lights 
and 
cameras of the television crews 
to its committee hearings early 
in the TV age, the House has 
steadfastly refused to admit 
them. 
Under the bill, television 
coverage would be limited to 
committee hearings and not 
include proceedings on the 


House 
floor, 
although 
an 
amendment to cover action in 
the chamber itself had been 
expected. 
The bill requires a majority 
vote by a committee to permit 
televised hearings and gives any 
witness the right to have the 
cam eras shut down while he is 
testifying. 
Furthermore, the privilege of 
televising its hearings could be 
withdrawn if, in the committee’s 
judgm ent, the m aterial ap­ 
pearing on the screen tended to 
"distort the purposes of the 
hearing ’ oi “to cast discredit or 
dishonor on the House, 
the 


committee, or a n y member of 
the House.” 
The 
television 
coverage 
provision is one of the mos* 
controversial in the bill and it 
underw ent several revisions 
during drafting. 
An earlier version would have 
required broadcasters to prove 
what they showed on the screen 
was “ accurate and legitimate 
news coverage.” 
The bill also provides an 
absolute ban against the use in a 
political campaign of any film 
shot during a hearing, and also 
prohibits commercials in a live 
telecast of a hearing.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Thank Satterfield

WASHINGTON — If motorists 


must 
continue 
to breathe 


poisonous fumes from rush-hour 
exhausts, they can thank Rep 
David Satterfield III, D-Va 


He led the air spoilers who 


voted in the House last month to 
keep lead in gasoline 


Satterfield's motive is not 


difficult to discover. The Ethyl 
Corporation, the people who 
bring you lead poisoning, has its 
headquarters in his district. 


The burly, balding Satterfield, 


ably assisted by Ethyl lobbyist 
John Adams, worked hard to 
wreck the gasoline section of 
President Nixon's clean-air bill. 


The biil, as it came out of the 


White House, would have given 
the 
Secretary 
of 
Health, 


Education, and Welfare strong 
powers to remove lead from 
gasoline and to compel oil 
companies 
to 
make 
low- 


pollution gasoline. 


In the backrooms on Capitol 


Hill, Satterfield first tried to 
strip the HEW of all powers to 
set standards for gas com- 
position. He wanted to let the 
industry establish its own 
standards, which would be like 
allowing the cigarette 
com- 


panies to write the Surgeon 
General's cancer reports. 


FOUL-AIR CLAUSE 


This was too raw for the House 


Commerce 
subcommittee, 


which processed the legislation 
behind closed doors. Satterfield, 
however, 
bullyragged 
the 


subcommittee into encumbering 
the gasoline provision with so 
many requirements that it 
would be unworkable. 


After Satterfield had finished 


with 
the 
provision, HEW 


couldn't take the lead out of gas 
without making so many studies 
that the federal air pollution 
regulators 
would 
become 


bogged down in paperwork. 


Satterfield's foul-air 
clause 


sailed through both the sub- 
committee and full committee 
over the spirited objections of 
Congressmen 
Lionel 
Van 


Deerlin, D-Calif., Richard Ot- 
tinger, D-N.Y., and Robert 
Tiernan, D-R.I. The House also 
went along with the gasoline 
lobby. Now it is up to the Senate 
whether exhaust fumes will 
continue to be fouled with lead 
poisoning. 


The triumphant Satterfield 


told this column unabashedly 
that he wishes his clause was 
even more restrictive. He also 
conceded that both 
lobbyist 


Adams and the Ethyl Cor- 
poration gave him some high- 
octane 
documentation 
on 


"lead's side of the story." 


Footnote: Adams registered 


as a lobbyist specifically to fight 
the clean-air bill. But one of his 
Richmond law firm's clients. 
Humble Oil, will benefit from his 
Washington work. 
Satterfield 


cut all ties with his own law firm 
in Mav. 
However, one of his 


former firm's clients, Gulf Oil. is 
a beneficiary of his pro-pollution 
performance. 
Adams and 


Satterfield. incidentally, had 
been personal friends in Rich- 
mond 


OEFY1N(J THK KREMLIN

On their way home from a 


fishing trip in the Mineral 
district Friday about 3:30 p.m., 
T. K. Brearcliffe, local printer, 
and his son, Noel, auditor for 
California Water Service Co., in 
San Jose, discovered a recently 
started grass fire near the high- 
way two miles east of Dale's 
Service station. 


At the time of the discovery 


the blaze was about the size of a 
large hat, but before the two 
men could get it under control 
the fire, feeding upon lall tinder- 
like grass and fanned by wind, 
had spread to several yards in 
area. Fire-fighting equipment 
was a heavy jacket and a 
hunting coat The coat being 
very heavy proved effective. 


However, the jacket was light 
and was soon rendered useless. 
With some fast brain work a fire 
extinguisher was soon im- 
provised by the simple method 
of cutting a branch from a small 
nearby tree. 


Immediately after the fire 


was downed, a passing car 
stopped to offer assistance but 
"nary" a one stopped during the 
several minutes of fire fighting, 
the nimrods said.

I salute Mr. Huntley for his 
courage in presenting this film 
to inform his fellow Americans 
of a real and desperate need that 
exists in this beloved country of 
ours. 


Poverty so real and so tragic 


that the news reporters ad- 
mittedly found it difficult to 
work on, and this viewer could 
not watch without crying, was 
portrayed to the American 
public. 
Parents, hungry and 


half-naked, wept because their 
children, also, were hungry, 
naked, 
uneducated, 
and 


probably doomed to remain that 
way. Very young children work 
in the fields picking beans and 
fruit in hopes of earning a few 
more dollars for their families. 
This is America — but America 
is so busy sending financial help 
to Vietnam and South America 
that she forgets about or ignores 
her own poor, desperate, hungry 
people at home. It is a well 
known fact that this great nation 
has recently sent $50 million to 
assist the earthquake victims of 
a South American State. It is 
also known that in excess of $30 
billion is used annually to carry 
on the war in Vietnam. Wat- 
ching this documentary film we 
learned that the workers in the 
citrus fields and 
vegetables 


farms of Florida average $891 
annually and that a family Of 
four, all working, average ap- 
proximately $2,700 annually 
which is about $900 below the 
poverty level as established by 
the federal government. 


The landlords of the hovels 


where 
these 
workers 
are 


compelled to live refused, in 
many instances, to permit the 
news reporters to interview or to 
film the "inmates". Claude R. 
Kirk, Republican Governor of 
Florida State, refused to be 
interviewed or even to comment 
upon this condition existing in

operation that 
is painful.

what that is?

Dear Mrs. S.: 


Many psychol- 
o g i s t s have 
tried to explain 
why their is 
such a sadistic 
attitude on the 


part of people who deliberately 
try to frighten others. The 
reason is not completely under- 
stood and becomes more con- 
fusing when some mothers 
pa.ss on such unnecessary fears 
to their children. 


I know of one case in which 


a mother constantly referred 
to the difficulty of her own 
childbirth to emphasize "look 
what I had to go through for 
you and now you won't even 
listen to me or take my ad- 
vice." 


If you actually confronted 


your friends you would find 
that they believe they are be- 
ing helpful rather than fear- 
producing. Your own physi- 
cian, of course, would have re- 
lieved your anxiety about what 
the so-called stitching opera- 
tion is. 


At the time of birth, a clean 


incision is made at the open- 
ing of the vagina shortly be- 
fore delivery. The purpose of 
this incision is to avoid a 
laceration or tearing of the 
birth 
canal 
aa 
the 
baby 


emerges. This Is known as an 
eplslotomy. It \a a safe and 
painless procedure that la per- 
formed almost regularly with 
the birth of the first baby. 
Later pregnancies may not 
need this.

My mother and two sisters 


all had enlargements of the 
neck and needed surgery for a 
goiter. It now has been sug- 
gested that mine be removed 
and I have the usual fears 
that this may be cancerous.

Dear Mrs. W.: A goiter is 


an enlargement of the thyroid 
gland. Almost always it is be- 
nign (non-cancerous). These 
enlargements are not heredi- 
tary. 


It is assumed that families 


live together in the same area 
and tha.t they drink the same 
water. This is the key for the 
formation of goiters. They are 
most frequently due to a lack 
of iodine in the water. 
A 


deficiency of this chemical 
does occur in inland areas. 


When this was recognized, 


iodized salt was Increased in 
the diet and Iodine added to 
some reservoirs. The result 
has been a marked reduction 
in a number of cases of goiter. 


Sometimes goiters interfere 


with the proper activity of the 
thyroid gland and must be re- 
moved. In most instances the 
reason for surgery is a cos- 
metic one. Only rarely does a 
goiter b e c o m e cancerous. 
There are now many exact 
methods by which the activity 
of the thyroid can be studied 
m order to determine Uie need 
and the nature of surgery.

Docks Of Britain 
Nearly Paralyzed; 
Strike Continues 


LONDON (AP) — Britain’s 
major docks stood idle and 
nearly deserted Friday — 
paralyzed by the second day of a 
nationwide 
strike 
by 
longshoremen, but the British 
army was alerted to go into 
action to move vital cargo. 
Under a declaration of 
national emergency signed 
Thursday by Queen Elizabeth II, 
troops will be used when 
necessary to prevent perishable 
food from rotting in the holds of 
unloaded ships. 
A government statement said 
no such cargoes need to be 
moved this weekend, indicating 
that soldiers are unlikely to go to 
work until Monday. 
The emergency committee of 
Prime Minister Edward Heath’s 
government met in a special 
session Friday afternoon to 
decide plans for saving 
perishables, vital in these 
islands, which produce less than 
half ihe food the British eat. 
There appeared to be little 
progress in the government’s 
intensive efforts to get the 47,000 
striking longshoremen and 
management 
back 
to 
negotiation. Neither side gave 
evidence of weakening the 
dispute over basic pay. 


The bill had been lodged in the 
committee for months, but 
earlier this year did hold 
hearings on it vyith some 65 
persons representing farm 
associations and retail stores 
testifying. 
“The need for relief to con­ 
sumers and farm workers from 
the coercive conduct of the 
Farm Workers’ Union is of 
immediate pressing concern to 


my state and will be in other 
states soon,” Murphy said. 
The California senator said 
some table grape growers had 
been forced to sign labor 
agreements with the United 
Farm Workers Organizing 
Committee in order to market 
their crops. 
“Although the UFWOC has 
interfered with the orderly 
marketing of these commodities 
in the past through its use of 
boycotts at retail stores,” 
Murphy said, “this year for the 
first time many retail chains 
have refused to purchase table 
grapes without prior union 
approval.” 
The senator said labor 
agreements not only cover 
California table grapes, but 
have not been extended to cover 
major growers without regard 
to interests of farm workers or 
consumers.” 
Murphy added that his bill 
would outlaw such contracts as 
well as union coercion of market 
operators.

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Blind Vets Claim Benefits Denied 


NEW YORK (AP) — The 
Blinded 
W ar 
Veterans 
Association claims the federal 
government is denying men who 
lose their sight in Vietnam the 
benefits it gave men blinded in 
World War II. 
“They teach them to shave 
themselves and dress them­ 
selves without a mirror and how 
to move around,” Executive 
Director David L. Schnair said 
Thursday. 
“That’s about all.” 
The blinded veterans, at their 


25th annual convention here, 
drew up a resolution demanding 
that the counseling and training 
officers who guided GIs to useful 
lives be reinstated for the 
Vietnam blinded. 
“We are also fighting real 
hard to re-establish a Veterans 
Administration hospital for the 
blind such as we used to have at 
Valley Forge,” Schnair said. 
The resolution, expected to be 
adopted Saturday, will be for­ 
warded to Congress members 


with strong pleas that they take 
action. 
Simon Gerbusch of Brooklyn, 
who works at the Bronx VA 
hospital and proudly says he 
gets himself there alone by 
public transportation every day, 
said. “The VA is trying hard, but 
the men coming back from 
Vietnam are bitter at not getting 
what they feel they are entitled 
to.” 
There were 15 of the 400 
Vietnam blinded at the meeting. 


One «aid, “We’re not too happy 
about what’s being done.” 
But none had any political 
complaints about the war, nor 
did any say the loss of sight was 
more than a casualty to be 
expected at war. 
The 
arm ed 
forces 
now 
maintain three institutions to 
teach the blind how to move in a 
sighted world — at Hines, 111., 
Palo Alto, Calif., and West 
Haven, Conn. 
The blinded 
veterans association said it had 


no com plaints about those 
places except they did not train 
the men for new sightless lives. 
George N. Gillespie, from the 
West Haven facility, urged that 
the VA sponsor “ personal 
representation — like Alcoholics 
Anonymous.” 
He said this would mean that 
one rehabilitated blind person 
would take responsibility for one 
who recently lost his sight and 
would help him find his way in 
the world.
